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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

John  A.    Pechilis,    Chairman 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  annually  submits  its  report  to  the  people  of  Ipswich 
in  order  to  keep  you  fully  informed  relative  to  the  general  conditions  of  the  Town 
and  as  to  the  activities  of  the  Board  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.  Policies 
for  all  departments  with  the  exception  of  the  schools  are  made  by  the  Board 
which  has  as  its  chief  administrator  an  Executive  Secretary . 

During  the  year  1961,  the  board  attended  and  participated  in  many  meetings 
and  hearings  at  the  state  and  county  levels.  The  numerous  duties  of  the  board 
at  the  local  level  have  beenmost  time  consuming.  Through  careful  investigation 
and  consideration,  many  decisions  of  major  importance  to  the  proper  progress 
of  the  Town  have  been  made. 

As  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  the  board  has  established  an  advisory 
committee  consisting  of  five  unpaid  citizens  with  extensive  knowledge  in  the 
electrical  field.  The  advice  given  us  by  this  committee  has  been  invaluable, 
and  a  detailed  report  follows  later  in  this  annual  report  which  explains  the 
activities  of  the  electric  department.  It  should  be  noted  here  that  the  new  gener  - 
ator  voted  by  the  Town  Meeting  last  year  has  been  installed  and  is  now  supply - 
ing  additional  electric  capacity  to  further  insure  the  people  of  Ipswich  an  ample 
supply  for  its  uses. 


The  water  system  last  year  was  given  close  investigation,  and  the  board, 
as  Water  Commissioners,  recommended  certain  improvements  in  the  distribu- 
tion system.      Coupled  with  this  was  the  need  for  an  additional  supply  of  water 


to  insure  the  townspeople  enough  water  for  proper  fire  and  sanitation  needs. 
This  program  is  now  in  progress  and  it  is  the  board's  hope  that  it  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  1962. 

All  sewer  extensions  previously  voted  by  the  Town  at  this  writing  are  prac- 
tically fully  installed  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  board  to  recommend  a  further 
extension  to  the  new  school  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  If  this  is  voted,  it  will 
complete  the  tie-in  to  the  system  of  all  municipal  buildings  with  the  exception  of 
the  Town  Garage  which  has  ample  facilities  on  its  own  site.  Many  other  requests 
for  sewer  extensions  have  been  made  to  the  Board,  and  it  is  our  desire  to  be 
able  to  supply  them  when  finances  and  time  permit. 

At  this  moment,  we  are  pleased  that  so  much  progress  is  being  made  in 
solving  the  school  housing  shortage  which  has  existed  for  several  years  .  This  is 
a  giant  stride  forward  in  the  proper  education  of  our  young  people  and  for  the 
financial  well  being  of  the  Town. 


In  conclusion,  the  board  takes  pride  in  the  role  it  has  fulfilled  in  bringing 
about  these  major  improvements  so  greatly  needed  and  assures  the  citizens  of 
Ipswich  that  it  will  continue  to  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT 

Robert  E.   Curtis,    Executive  Secretary* 

Great  progress  was  made  in  the  history  of  the  Town  Government  during 
the  past  year  in  meeting  the  school  housing  problem,  in  expansion  of  the  mu- 
nicipal water,  electric,  and  sewer  systems  and  in  strengthening  the  adminis- 
trative organization  under  the  Executive  Secretary.  The  Town  Meeting  a- 
mended  its  by  laws  so  that  the  two  thirds  pro-school  vote  in  open  session 
would  be  sufficient  to  authorize  school  bond  issues  up  to  $500,  000,  and  by  the 
fall  of  1961  the  foundation  was  started  on  the  building  which  promises  by  1963 
to  be  our  new  high  school.  The  resultant  elimination  of  double  sessions  com - 
binedwith  other  factors  indicate  that  our  population  growth  in  the  sixties  will 
be  much  greater  than  during  the  fifties.  This  in  turn  indicates  the  probability 
that  there  will  be  no  lessening  in  the  number  and  difficulty  of  the  problems  to 
be  solved. 

During  1961,  a  $337,000  project  was  undertaken  to  increase  our  water 
system  well  capacity  by  eighty  per  cent  to  replace  the  two  old  pumps  at  Dow's 
Brook  Station,  and  to  install  more  than  three  miles  of  large  water  mains.  This 
work  is  part  of  a  20 -year  development  plan.  Approximately  one  mile  of  new 
sewer  line  was  added  to  the  new  sewer  system  in  line  with  the  long  range  sewer 
plan  adopted  in  1961.  Our  electric  generating  capacity  was  increased  over 
seventeen  percent  with  the  installation  of  another  diesel  and  gas  generator  at 
a  cost  of  $253,000.  The  Board  of  Selectmenhad to  vote  an  increase  in  electric 
and  water  rates  of  10%  and  40%  respectively  to  provide  enough  revenue  for 
debt  payments  for  these  capital  improvements  .  The  first  phase  of  the  planned 
reconstruction  of  Topsfield  Road  in  cooperation  with  Topsfield  was  held  over 
into  1962  because  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  was  not  able  to  adver- 
tise for  bids  until  late  in  the  construction  season.  Starting  then  would  have 
left  the  road  torn  up  through  the  winter. 

The  challenge  of  the  sixties  to  the  Town  of  Ipswich  will  be  for  the  Town 
Government  and  its  people  to  respond  vigorously  to  the  turbulent  forces  that  now 
appear  to  be  closing  in  on  us.  The  question  is- -Can  we  adjust  our  municipal 
policies  both  intelligently  and  rapidly  enough  to  counter  or  overcome  the  prob- 
lems stemming  from  rapid  home  construction,  more  roads  and  more  traffic, 
larger  numbers  of  school  children  and  elderly  people  needing  financial  assist- 
ance, and  more  demands  for  electricity?  In  order  to  meet  these  challenges 
with  force  and  flexibility,  we  need  faith  and  support  from  the  voters  to  match 
with  courage  and  fore  sight  in  elected  officials  and  with  competence  and  loyalty 
from  the  Town  employees. 

We  are  making  a  real  effort  to  hold  a  rein  on  expenditures.  Examples  in- 
clude the  shifting  of  garbage  and  rubbish  collection  to  a  contract  basis,  the 
reorganization  of  snow  removal  methods  and  the  design  of  sewer  extensions 
by  the  Town  Engineer  instead  of  by  consultants.  Better  administration  is  an- 
ticipated through  the  consolidation  of  the  many  public  works  functions  into  a 
single  department  with  a  Public  Works  Director  approved  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen in  December.  Also  during  the  year,  building  maintenance  was  in- 
cluded in  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Director's  authority  and  the  Electric  De- 
partment Manager  's  authority  was  clarified  to  include  the  generation  division  . 


Emphasis  is  also  being  placed  on  increasing  the  number  of  purchases  made 
through  competitive  bids,  insistence  on  qualifications  and  experience  as  the 
only  basis  for  filling  personnel  vacancies,  and  shifting  to  mutual  insurance 
companies  as  part  of  the  effort  to  hold  operating  costs. 

Holding  back  the  rising  tide  of  costs  will  not  answer  the  problem,  however. 
The  commercial  and  industrial  segments  of  our  tax  base  need  to  be  expanded 
faster  than  the  residential  segment  if  the  homeowner  wants  to  keep  the  property 
tax  from  becoming  a  larger  percentage  of  his  income.  Ipswich  is  a  wonderful 
place  to  live  and  we  can  bring  in  more  profitable  industry  and  business  if  we 
are  willing  to  spend  the  time  and  money  to  do  it. 

Our  major  objectives  in  1962  will  be  to  cooperate  with  the  High  School 
construction  program  and  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  the  adoption  of  a  building 
code,  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  plan,  and  the  organization  for  an 
economic  development  program. 

Personnel  Program 

Centralized  personnel  services  are  rendered  by  the  Executive  Department 
for  96  full-time  positions  plus  a  large  number  of  part  time  positions.  An  ac  - 
cident  prevention  program  "was  started  by  Safety  Agent  Elmer  Cowperthwaite 
with  supervisors  training  sessions,  accident  reporting,  investigation  and 
analysis,  follow  up  with  corrective  measures,  and  the  preparation  of  an  em- 
ployees safety  manual. 

Other  services  included  the  recruitment  of  six  new  employees  including 
two  department  heads,  adjustment  of  labor  relations  problems,  recording 
of  sick  leave  and  vacation  time  used,  interpretation  of  personnel  rules,  su- 
pervision of  dis  c  iplinary  actions,  reclassification  of  positions,  study  of  com- 
parable salary  plans  in  other  communities,  transfer  of  employees  between 
units,  and  abolishment  of  five  positions  .  All  town  employees,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Town  Accountant,  are  hired  by  the  Executive  Secretary  after  a  recom  - 
mendation  by  the  department  head. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted  a  four  percent  increase  in  pay  for  all  Town 
employees  effective  January  1,    1961. 

Purchasing  Program 

Centralizedpurchasing  services  are  rendered  by  the  Executive  Department 
to  the  departments  .  Sealed  bids  were  obtained  for  equipment,  commodities,  or 
services  onthe  basis  of  detailed  specifications  some  of  which  were  prepared  by 
the  Town  Engineer,  Electric  Manager,  and  water  consultant.  This  not  only 
increases  the  value  received  per  purchasing  dollar,  it  helps  to  coordinate  the 
use  of  equipment  and  materials  by  more  than  one  department.  Requisitions  are 
required  on  all  purchases  over  twenty  five  dollars  and  all  bills  are  processed 
through  the  Executive  Secretary  before  payment.  A  new  system  of  processing 
invoices  promptly  with  less  paperwork  was  established  during  the  fall.

LEGAL  DEPARTMENT 

Harold  Willcox,    Town  Counsel 

The  Town  Counsel  consults  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  other  de- 
partments and  committees  of  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  legal  aspects  of  the 
Town's  affairs.  The  expansion  of  the  water  system  and  the  installation  of  ad- 
ditional sewer  mains  added  to  the  real  estate  practice  of  the  Town.  In  particu- 
lar, the  Town  negotiated  at  some  length  with  a  large  landholder  on  Topsfield 
Road  and  eventually  arrived  at  a  comprehensive  agreement  which  provided  a 
solution  to  the  problems  of  the  Town  while  protecting  the  important  interests  of 
the  landowner  himself. 

OnFebruary  2,  1962  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  disposed  finally  of  an  ap- 
peal for  reinstatement  by  a  teacher  dismissed  from  the  Ipswich  School  System. 
In  its  various  aspects  this  litigation  had  lasted  for  very  nearly  three  years,  in- 
cluding more  than  twenty  days  either  in  actual  trial  or  in  hearings  of  various 
kinds  in  seven  different  courtrooms  in  Salem,  Cambridge  and  Boston.  In  brief, 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  decided  that  despite  recent  restrictions,  the  School 
Committee  still  retains  extensive  authority  over  its  employees  and  that  the  ap- 
pellant had  been  validly  discharged  from  the  School  System. 


FINANCE  DEPARTMENT 

Accounting  Division 

Robert  H.    Leet,    Finance  Director  and  Town  Accountant 

The  general  financial  records  of  the  Town  are  maintained  in  this  office  as 
well  as  the  accounts  for  the  Public  Works  Water  Division  and  Electric  Depart- 
ment. Budget  control  reports  were  prepared  monthly  for  all  departments  and 
for  other  interested  persons.  Financial  data  for  the  annual  budgets,  both  pre- 
liminary and  final,  were  assembled  and  distributed.  A  report  was  prepared 
andsenttothe  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  showing  the  complete 
financial  transactions  of  the  Town.  The  Town's  cash  balance  was  verified  with 
the  Treasurer's  Office  each  month.  All  purchases  were  post  audited  before 
releasefor  payment.  Detailed  financial  statements  for  the  Town  of  Ipswich  for 
the  year   1961  are  set  forth  in  the  blue  pages  in  the  back  portion  of  this  report. 

Collection-Treasury  Division 

Gladys  M.   Poole,    Collector 

Bills  committedfor  collection  totaled  $2,  295,  476.  The  following  bills  were 
typed  and  mailed  out:  Poll  2293,  Personal  685,  Real  Estate  3535,  Motor  Vehi- 
cle Excise  5274,    Farm  Animal  Excise   14  and  Sewer  Betterment  11. 

Bills  collected  amounted  to  $2,200,754.  Treasurer's  receipts  totaled 
$2,  650.337.  During  the  year  $899,  687  was  invested  in  Treasury  Bills.  This 
will  earn  $6,  312  if  held  until  maturity. 

$118,  600  was  paid  off  on  maturing  debt.  A  record  of  new  debt  bonded,  a- 
amounting  to  $1,  10  5,  000  was  set  up. 


Check  register  balances  were  reconciled  with  bank  statements.  A  record 
of  TrustFundtransactions  was  maintained.  Federal  and  State  income  tax  state- 
ments were  made  up  and  distributed. 

Schedules  of  Collector's  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  and  Treasurer's  re- 
ceipts were  rendered  to  the  Town  Accountant  monthly. 

Assessing  Department

The  assessed  valuation  of  real  andpersonal  property  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich 
for  1961  was  $13,  550,  970.     This  was  an  increase  of  $325,  308  or  2.46  percent  . 

There  were  5274  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  committed  to  the  collector  . 
The  total  valuation  of  the  vehicles  was  $2,  90  3,  195  and  the  total  tax  was  $167,051   .

Of  the  total  number  of  births  recorded,  172  were  to  Ipswich  residents, 
95  to  non-residents.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

Chester  J.   Patch,    Jr.,    Chairman 

During  the  year  1961,  the  Board  held  24  open  meetings  to  conduct  business 
brought  before  the  Board.  Meetings  are  held  every  other  Tuesday  evening  at 
8  p.   m.    in  the  town  hall. 

During  the  year  1961,  the  Board  worked  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
see  if  a  change  in  classification  of  the  industrial  area  adjacent  to  the  railroad 
in  the  Washington  Street,  Hammatt  Street,  Mineral  Street  and  Brown  Square 
area  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Town.  After  hearing  from  the  Chamber,  the 
Board  voted  not  to  change  the  area,  and  so  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  proposed  revised  layout  of  Topsfield  Road  was  reviewed,  changes  recom- 
mended and  approved  by  the  Board.  Several  meetings  were  held  with  persons 
interested  in  purchasing  or  leasing  large  tracts  of  salt  marsh  presently  owned 
by  the  Town  as  tax-title  property,  with  the  results  that  the  Board  advised  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  against  any  lease  or  sale  of  the  marshes. 

The  Board's  main  business  is  subdivision  control.  One  final  plan  was  sub- 
mitted and  the  required  hearing  held.  This  subdivision,  located  off  Oakhurst 
Avenue  containing  19  lots,  was  approved  conditionally,  and  the  developer  is 
proceeding  with  the  construction  of  the  road  and  utilities.  Plans  submitted  that 
did  not  require  a  hearing  were  approved  as  required.  The  Board  held  a  public 
hearing  on  November  7,  1961  and  then  voted  to  rescind  approval  of  three  plans 
showing  proposed  subdivisions  owned  by  Edward  Hetnar  et  ux,  Barclay 
Warburton  III,    and  Lawrence  W.    White. 

The  Board  met  with  the  sewer  consultant,    Camp,    Dresser  and  McKee;  re- 
viewed the  proposed  sewer  master  plan  and  made  several  recommendations  to 
the  consultant  that  were  eventually  incorporated  into  the  plan. 

The  Board  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  during  the  year  and  noti- 
fied the  Board  of  Appeals  of  its  recommendations  on  the  granting  of  variances 
requested. 


CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Nathaniel  M.   Harris,    Chairman 

This  committee  did  not  undertake  any  projects  during  1961.  However  , 
the  group  has  identified  several  important  objectives  for  the  immediate  future 
toward  which  the  commission  will  be  working.     These  arc  as  follows: 

1.  Acquisition  of  an  adequate  gravel  supply  for  future  municipal  needs. 

2.  Supply    leadership   for    establishing    a   north    shore  mosquito  control 
program. 

3.  Research  and  planning  to  determine  steps  needed  to  protect  the  pres- 
ent and  future  water  supply  areas  in  Ipswich. 

4.  Inventory  and  consolidation  of  Town  owned  marshland  as  a  buffer  to 
protect  shellfish  areas  from  future  pollution. 

5.  Organization    of   Ipswich    River    Watershed   District    to  preserve  the 
watersource  and  retain  some  open  spaces. 
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BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

James  Theodosopoulos,    Chairman 

In  its  fourth  year  of  operation,  1961,  the  Board  of  Appeals  held  twelve  pub- 
lic hearings  on  variances  from  the  Zoning  By-law.  Seven  were  requests  for 
side,  front,  or  rear  yard  variances;  three  were  non- conforming  lot  requests, 
two  were  for  establishment  of  a  business  in  a  residential  district.  Seven  were 
granted,    two  were  withdrawn,    and  one  needed  no  variance. 

It  is  obvious,  from  the  arguments  presented  before  the  Board,  that  the  pub- 
lic has  become  more  aware  of  the  limited  number  of  reasons  for  which  a  vari- 
ance can  be  granted. 

Since  most  of  the  petitions  before  the  Board  are  not  an  appeal  from  a  town 
official's  decision,  but  are  requests  based  on  the  interpretation  of  the  Zoning 
By-law  by  different  individuals,  the  Board  still  feels  that  a  town  official  should 
be  made  responsible  for  determining  applicability  of  the  By-law  and  for  its 
enforcement. 

As    in  the   past,    the    Town   Counsel  has  been  most  helpful  in  settling  legal 
problems  that  the  Board  has  encountered. 

TheBoard  has  always  tried  to  be  impartial  and  just  in  its  decisions,    con- 
sidering  always   the   welfare    of   the    town.     An   indication  of  its  success  in  this 
respect  has  been  the  fact  that  not  one  of  its  decisions  has  ever  been  appealed  to 
Superior  Court. 


CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 

E.   S.    Cowperthwaite,    Director 

The  Civil  Defense  Director  acts  as  a  staff  aid  to  the  Executive  Secretary 
in  developing  the  community  and  especially  the  Town  Government  for  readiness 
for  emergency  operations  of  an  unusual  nature.  This  includes  windstorms, 
large  fires,    or  national  attack. 

First  Aid  Training  was  giventhirty  five  men  from  the  regular  and  auxiliary 
fire  departments.  An  underwater  rescue  team  was  formed  with  six  divers  to 
perform  rescues  or  recovery  in  case  of  boating  accidents  or  drownings.  Plans 
were  made  for  fallout  protection  for  key  town  operations  and  for  improving  the 
air  raid  warning  system.  The  civil  defense  organization  and  operation  plans 
were  revised  and  approved  by  the  State.  About  2800  pamphlets  were  issued  to 
per  sons  interested  in  providing  home  fallout  protection  in  case  of  nuclear  attack. 

The  director  assisted  in  coordinating  emergency  operations  during  the  near 
tornado  on  July  2.  The  volunteer  amateur  radio  team  helped  fill  the  gap  in  com- 
munications since  half  the  municipal  radio  network  was  out  of  service  when  the 
storm  hit  due  to  the  changeover  being  made  that  day  to  new  equipment. 

AsHurricane  Esther  approached  on  September  20,  the  director  assisted  in 
coordination  again  and  the  town  forces  "were  supplemented  by  a  standby  crew  of 
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18  auxiliary  policemen,    7  auxiliaryf  irefighter  s,    and  8  radio  operators  with  mo- 
bile and  fixed  radio  equipment. 

The  communications  section  turned  out  17  operators  on  September  1  and 
September  4  to  cover  two  checkpoints  on  the  turnpike  in  cooperation  with  the 
police  in  controlling  Labor  Day  traffic  and  reporting  accidents  and  traffic  jams. 

The  fire  truck  acquired,  through  civil  defense  for  50  dollars,  proved  effec- 
tive and  useful  in  fighting  brush  fires. 

The  record  shows  that  Civil  Defense  in  Ipswich  is  practical  preparation  for 
real  emergencies.  However,  the  average  citizen  has  not  taken  it  seriously 
enough  to  prepare  for  fallout  protection.  Ipswich  is  almost  totally  unprepared 
for  survival  after  attack  on  this  area  with  nuclear  weapons  in  the  event  that  we 
escape  the  direct  effect  of  the  explosion. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Stanley  J.  Surpitski,    Chief 

The  number  of  court  cases  increased  in  1961  to  425  compared  with  397  for 
I960.  The  increase  arose  mostly  from  the  activities  of  juveniles  and  from  of- 
fenses involving  the  family  or  sexual  behavior.  Speeding  and  stop  sign  viola - 
tions  have  been  decreasing.  This  is  attributed  in  part  to  the  growing  awareness 
by  local  residents  of  the  activity  and  effectiveness  of  the  patrolman  patroling 
■with  the  cruiser  which  is  stepped  up  during  the  summer  months.  During  the 
year,  two  patrolmen  were  graduated  from  the  State  Police  Academy  municipal 
police  training  course  bringing  the  total  number  of  graduate  patrolmen  on  our 
force  to  eight.

at  all  times. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Russell  Li.   Scahill,    Chief 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  has  been  extended  to  Sullivan's  Corner  on  Topsfield 
Road.  It  is  planned  to  extend  it  to  the  Generating  Station  on  the  Rowley  Road 
and  to  the  Notre  Dame  Training  School  this  year.  The  fire  alarm  system  was 
strengthened  by  the  replacement  of  the  old  air  compressor  with  a  larger  new 
one.  Renovation  of  the  second  floor  of  the  fire  station  was  completed  by  the  reg- 
ular and  volunteer  members  of  the  Department. 

Fire  insurance  paid  out  for  losses  in  1961  was  $42,952  on  estimated  actual 
losses  of  $55,  000  in  property  valued  at  $103,  000. 

Fire  prevention  inspections  were  made  in  all  schools,  churches,  rest 
homes,    the  hospital,    and  all  business  establishments. 

The  fire  department  answered  a  total  of  42  3  calls  during  the  year  1961.  Of 
these,  317  were  still  alarms,  60  were  bell  alarms  and  46  were  ambulance  calls  . 
There  were  16  calls  for  building  fires,  43  were  for  grass  and  woods,  five  were 
for  assistance  to  other  towns,  four  were  for  rescuing  persons  from  the  water, 
twelve  were  for  car  and  truck  fires  and  six  were  for  false  alarms.  The  rest  of 
the  calls  were  for  such  emergencies  as  people  being  locked  out,  leaky  refriger- 
ators, floodedoil  burners,  flooded  cellars  and  the  use  of  the  inhalator  and  re  - 
suscitator.  The  department's  vehicles  covered  a  total  of  17,  824  miles  during 
the  past  year.  We  also  used  a  total  of  8400  feet  of  2  1/2  inch  hose,  5650  feet 
of  1  1/2  inch  hose  and  raised  a  total  of  675  feet  of  ladders,  and  used  a  total  of 
126,  000  gallons  of  water  from  the  booster  tanks  of  the  trucks.

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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

John  J.   Doheny,    R.   S.,    Health  Officer 

The  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  improperly  functioning  sewage 
leaching  systems  and  the  efforts  to  bring  about  house  connections  to  the  new 
municipal  sewage  system  are  the  major  problems  confronting  the  health  de- 
partment. 

The  Health  Officer  also  conducted  numerous  inspections  and  investigations 
involving  food  handling  businesses,  communicable  disease  cases,  and  multiple 
unit  housing. 

The  well  child  clinic  for  pre- school  children  was  held  each  month  through- 
out the  year.  A  total  of  98  youngsters  attended  the  clinic.  Of  these,  39  were 
new  babies,  present  for  the  first  time.  The  children  are  weighed,  measured, 
examined  and  immunized  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough  and  polio. 
Dr.  Frank  Collins  conducted  the  clinic  with  the  assistance  of  School  Nurse 
Violet  DeMille. 

In  the  annual  diphtheria  immunization  clinic  throughout  the  public  and  paro- 
chial schools,  348  children  were  immunized.  Any  child  who  had  not  received  a 
"booster  dose"  within  four  years  was  eligible.  In  October  and  November,  flu 
vaccine  was  made  available  to  all  town  employees  and  school  personnel. 

Mr.  Doheny  resigned  in  the  fall  after  a  lifetime  of  public  service  in  the 
public  health  field.  An  effort  is  still  being  made  to  recruit  a  sanitarian  with 
training  and  experience  in  public  health  work. 


WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

John  K.   Gilligan,    Director 

The  welfare  case  load  dropped  slightly  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  144  fam- 
ilies   or    single    individuals.     Almost   ninety   percent  of  the  cases  were  those 
receiving    old   age  assistance  or  medical  aid  to  the  aged.     Two  percent  of  the 
cases    were    under    one    of  the   federal   programs    for   full   physical  disability 
(12  cases)  or  fatherless  homes  (4  families). 

VETERANS'  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

Veterans'  Agent,    Anthony  A.   Murawski  (Town  Clerk) 

Aid  and  assistance  is  given  by  this  department  not  only  to  veterans  but 
also  to  the  veteran's  widow,  children,  and  parents.  Whenever  aid  is  given 
to  the  parents  of  a  veteran,  and  the  parents  have  an  interest  in  real  estate, 
the  fair  market  value  of  which  is  more  than  $1,  500,  a  lien  is  recorded  again- 
st the  property. 

There  were  an  average  of  15  veterans  or  veteran's  families  receiving  fi- 
nancial assistance  during  1961  with  fifty  percent  matching  funds  from  the 
Commonwealth.     Those  who  are  not  eligible  for  financial  assistance  under  the 
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state  program  do  not  receive  any  monetary  help  in  accordance  with  a  policy 
adopted  by  the  Town  in  1961.  However,  these  cases  sometimes  qualify  for  aid 
under  public  assistance,    general  relief  or  from  a  private  organization. 

In  addition  to  liens  against  real  estate,  assignments  are  also  taken.  This 
is  done  when  unemployment  is  caused  by  an  accident  or  illness  • 

Inquiries  are  forwarded  to  banks,  doctors,  place  of  employment  and  the 
employment  office  to  verify  all  the  information  submitted  by  applicants  for 
assistance  before  aid  of  any  kind  is  granted.  Aid  is  granted  only  if  the  veteran 
is  a  war  time  veteran. 

Assistance  is  given  not  only  in  a  financial  way,  but  also  in  information 
about  benefits  available  from  the  Veterans1  Administration.  Forms  are  filled 
out  for  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  connection  with  the  V.  A.  Photostat 
work  is  also  done  by  this  department  in  helping  out  veterans  and  their  depend- 
ents . 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  in  response  to  a  recommendation  by  the  State 
Department  Veterans '  Services  has  favored  joining  Ipswich  in  a  cooperative 
veterans'  services  district  with  nearby  towns.  If  this  can  be  done,  it  should 
reduce  the  costs  for  benefits  through  more  thorough  casework  and  also  improve 
the  services  available  to  the  veteran. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Robert  E.    Curtis,    Public  Works  Director* 

Administration 

This  department  with  annual  operating  expenditures  of  about  $300,  000  and 
the  largest  number  of  town  employees  has  operated  for  ten  years  under  the 
part  time  direction  of  the  Town  Manager  or  Executive  Secretary.  The  lack  of 
close  daily  supervision  and  coordination  has  prevented  the  department  from 
achieving  the  results  the  authors  of  the  Town  Charter  had  hoped  for.  Recog- 
nizing this,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  December  adopted  the  recommendations 
of  theExecutive  Secretary  that  the  personnel  and  equipment  of  this  department 
be  consolidated  under  the  control  of  a  full  time  qualified  engineer.  The  posi- 
tion of  assistant  engineer  was  created  and  the  positions  of  Public  Works  Dir- 
ector-Town Engineer  were  combined,  effective  January  1,  1962.  Much  of  the 
administration  of  the  Public  Works  Department  was  actually  performed  by  the 
Town  Engineer  in  1961  and  prior  years,    when  time  permitted. 

*  Town  Engineer  Philip  Pattison  was  promoted  to  Public  Works  Director  - 
Town  Engineer  in  December,    effective  January   1,     1962. 

Engineering 

Philip  L.    Pattison,    Town  Engineer 

Most  of  the  public  works  projects  are  laid  out  and  supervised  by  the  Town 
Engineer,  Philip  Pattison,  who  also  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  ad- 
ministrative officials  of  the  town  on  almost  any  town  matter  relating  to  en- 
gineering. 
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Some    of   the   projects  for  which  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared, 
analysed,    advertised  for  bids,    and  which  were  supervised  were: 

Burley   School   Sewer,    High  Street  Sewer,    Hammatt  Street  Sewer,    Notre 
Dame  Sewer;  the  bituminous  concrete  resurfacing  of  East  Street,    High  Street, 
and  Topsfield  Road;  the  Little  Neck  Road  and  North  Ridge  Road  guard  railing, 
and  the  painting  of  13  miles  of  white  lines  on  Topsfield  Road,    Linebrook  Road, 
Argilla  Road,    Northgate   Road,    Jeffreys  Neck  Road,    North  Ridge  Road,    Little 
Neck  Road  and  East  Street. 

Studies,    plans,    and  supervision  were  made  on  numerous  public'work  pro- 
jects during  the  year .     Among  these  were  the  Conant  Curve  widening  on  Line  - 
brook  Road,  the  Charlotte  and  Randall  Road  storm  drain,    Topsfield  Road  storm 
drain  and  Plains  Road  widening  and  reconstruction. 

Many  hours  were  spent  on  the  Farley  Brook  Culvert  installation  working 
in  with  the  consultant,    the  state  engineers  and  the  contractor  solving  related 
sewer    and   drainage   problems.     Preliminary   discussions  were  held  with  the 
state  on  the  Town  Wharf,  Topsfield  Road  reconstruction,    Traffic  Islands,    park- 
ing problems,    and  the  future  extension  of  Farley  Brook. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  on  town  problems  confronting  the  Select- 
men, Executive  Secretary,  Assessor,  Health  Agent,  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Appeals  and  the  townspeople.  During  the  month  of  November  and  December, 
studies  and  estimates  were  prepared  for  the  1962  Highway,  Sewer  and  Water 
Division  budgets. 

However,  the  greatest  part  of  the  work  load  was  the  design  and  supervision 
of  sanitary  sewer  lateral  extensions  and  house  connections.  Thirty  one  house 
connections  were  made  during  the  year,  each  one  requiring  approval  as  to  lay- 
out and  design  and  also  inspection  by  Sewer  Superintendent  Chester  Wile.  Con- 
ferences were  held  with  the  contractors  on  many  other  proposed  house  con- 
nections. 

More  than  8000  feet  of  sewer  laterals  were  installed  during  1961  from  March 
up  to  the  middle  of  December  .  The  staking  out  of  grades  and  supervision  were 
supplied  by  the  Engineering  Divic ion. 

Sewer  assessmentmaps  were  prepared  by  Chester  J.  Patch,  Jr.,  show- 
ing the  precise  frontage  to  be  charged  the  $7.20  per  foot  fee  which  each  prop- 
erty owner  contributes  to  the  cost  of  the  sewer  extensions.  Stanley  Eustace 
and  James  Riley  assisted  the  engineer  in  seeing  that  the  contractors  followed 
the  Town's  specifications.  They  arranged  for  installation  of  tees  at  appropri- 
ate locations  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  house  connections  in  1962. 

Thehandling  of  about  $1  30,  000  worth  of  sewer  extensions  by  the  Engineer - 
ing  Division  in  1962  did  save  thousands  of  dollar s  in  consulting  engineering  fees 
but  left  the  Town  Engineer  with  inadequate  time  to  properly  survey  and  plan  the 
routine  street  and  drainage  projects  despite  many  unpaid  overtime  hours  on 
sewers  .  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  creation  of  a  new  position  of  assist- 
ant   engineer    similar    to   the    position   which  existed  in  some  previous  years  . 
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Sewer  Division 

Chester  Wile,   Superintendent 

During  1961,    the  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  into  the  treatment  plant 
from   the   East  Street  Pumping  Station  was   16,  542,  000  gallons  or  about  45,  300 
gallons  per  day.     In  I960,    the  average  was  about  8600  gallons  per  day.     A  total 
of  5700  pounds  of  chlorine  were  added  to  the  effluent  before  being  discharged 
into  the   ocean   and   2150   pounds    of   flaked  lime   were   added  to  the  digester. 

A  daily  maintenance  program  is  carried  out  at  the  East  Street  Pumping 
Station  and  at  the  Treatment  Plant.  All  pumps  and  equipment  are  checked 
daily   and  the  sewage  is  pumped  daily  from  the  clarifier  to  the  digester  tank. 

The  liquids  are  treated  with  chlorine  before  being  emptied  into  the  ocean, 
and  the  solids  are  treated  with  lime  before  being  dried  out  on  the  sludge  bed. 
Daily  records  must  be  keptfor  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  record- 
ing the  number  of  gallons  pumped,  the  amount  of  chlorine  used  and  the  amount 
of  lime  used. 

The  complete  treatment  plant  area  is  being  landscaped,  with  the  first  sec- 
tion of  chain  link  fence  being  installed  during   1961. 

Sewer-House  Connections 

Complete  inspection  was  given  to  31  new  sewer  house  connections  during 
1961,  seeing  that  the  licensed  sewer  installers  followed  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  connections. 

After  the  installation  of  the  house  sewers,  the  water  meter  was  read,  and 
the  reading  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Accountant  so  the  householder  could 
be  billed  for  the  usage  charge.

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Sewer  Extensions 

During  the  year,  complete  inspection  was  carried  out  by  the  Sewer  Super- 
intendent on  the  County  Street  Sewer,  Hammatt  Street  Sewer,  East  Street  Sewer 
and  the  Jeffreys  Neck  Road  Sewer. 

This  also  required  contact  with  each  property  owner  the  sewer  would  bene- 
fit and  determining  the  final  outlet  for  their  sewer  pipe  into  the  town  sewer  sys  - 
tern  in  the  future 


Water  Division 


Dana  Parsons,    Foreman 

After  several  summers  without  adequate  water  pressure  and  volume,  it 
was  apparent  that  the  long  needed  improvements  to  the  water  system  could 
no  longer  be  delayed  even  though  it  would  take  a  forty  percent  rate  increase 
to  pay  for  them.  Our  consulting  engineer  s,  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee,  made 
a  study  and  prepared  a  long  range  plan  with  an  immediate  construction  pro- 
gram costing  $327,000.  During  1961,  contracts  were  made  for  all  of  this 
work  and  the  following  was  accomplished: 

1.  Drove  wells  on  Winthrop  property  opposite  LaSalette  to  yield  650,  000 
gallons  per  day  next  summer. 

2.  Installed    3600   feet   of    12-inch   main   from    reservoir   to  Notre  Dame 
Training  School  on  Jeffrey's  Neck  Road. 

3.  Installed  2  500  feet  of  ,12- inch  main  on  Topsfield  Road  from  Mill  Road 
toward  the  new  wells. 

4.  Installed  4690  feet  of  14- inch  main  on  High  Street  to  reinforce  Pump- 
ing Station  and  Brown's  Well  connection. 

5.  Installed   650   feet    of    six-inch   main   on  Spring  Street  and  834  feet  on 
Lakeman's  Lane. 

The  elevated  storage  tank  on  Plover  Hill  was  painted  inside  and  out  by 
contract. 

Thefive-man  water  crew  was  unusually  busy  with  the  unusually  deep  frost 
which  caused  frozen  lines  at  seventeen  locations.  They  installed  33  new  ser- 
vices and  discontinued  ten.  No  charge  was  made  for  repairs  or  renewals  on 
47  services  and  for  252  service  shut  off  s  .  Twenty  four  hydrants  were  replaced 
or  repaired  also,  and  three  new  ones  were  installed  in  addition  to  those  on  the 
new  water  mains. 

Assistance  was  rendered  to  the  other  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, Fire  Department  and  the  Parks  and  RecreationDepartment,  particu  - 
larly  during  snow  removal  operations.  The  work  program  was  suspended  on 
many  occasions  to  unload  over  two  miles  of  water  main  with  the  help  of  the 
Electric  Department  crew  and  equipment. 
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Highway  Division- -Gardiner  Wile,    Foreman 

Summer  Maintenance 

A  total  of  10  32  tons  of  patch  was  purchased  and  used  in  street  repairs, 
and  a  total  of  9636  gallons  of  asphalt  was  applied  on  various  streets  and  sec  - 
tions  of  streets  where  curves  were  reduced  or  the  road  widened. 

All  catch  basins  were  cleaned  out  during  the  year  and  most  of  them  were 
cleanedtwice.  All  the  remaining  gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  graded,  some 
of  them  several  times. 

In  the  various  places  where  hot  topping  was  done  by  contractors  in  part  of 
Hammatt,  part  of  County,  at  the  Goodhue  curve  on  Topsfield  Road,  and  in 
Willcomb's  Square,  the  department  did  the  preparatory  work  of  grading,  rais- 
ing catch  basins  and  manholes,    and  resetting  curbing. 

All  crosswalks  were  painted  twice  this  year  and  all  parking  lines  once. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  year,  13  miles  of  center  lines  were  painted  on  several 
of  the  long  roads  such  as  Jeffrey  Neck,  Argilla  and  Linebrook  by  a  private 
contractor. 

Sections  of  North  Per  ley  Avenue  and  Broadway  Avenue  were  regraded  and 
then  oiled.  The  planking  on  the  Labor -in -Vain  bridge  was  completely  renailed 
and  new  rails  put  on  and  painted.  The  beach  at  the  Little  Neck  causeway  was 
cleaned  and  gravel  hauled  in  to  complete  the  parking  area  there.  In  June,  the 
twin  pipes  at  the  Farley  Brook  crossover  in  the  municipal  parking  lot  were 
moved  to  meet  the  new  pipe  being  put  in,  and  some  800  yards  of  gravel  hauled 
for  this  job. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  street  sweeping,  especially  just  before 
Memorial  Day  and  again  in  August  for  17th  century  day.  After  the  purchase 
of  a  new  mowing  bar  for  the  small  tractor,  roadside  mowing  was  done  in  many 
of  the  outlying  roads. 

The  department  on  many  occasions  helped  the  Forestry  Division  in  elm 
tree  removal  by  using  its  loader  and  trucks  to  load  logs  and  haul  them  to  the 
dump  for  burning. 


Winter  Maintenance 

A  total  of  191  tons  of  salt,  910  tons  of  sand  and  2400  pounds  of  calcium 
chloride  was  used  in  clearing  ice  from  the  various  roads.  The  use  of  rented 
equipment  was  reduced  to  hired  trucks  for  150hours,  hired  plows  for  12  hours, 
a  small  loader  for  2  hours  and  hired  sidewalk  plows  for  9  hours.  In  January, 
a  Trojan  loader  was  hired  and  kept  working  on  snow  removal  for  four  weeks  . 
Later  on  in  the  year,  a  similar  machine  equipped  with  a  reversible  plow  was 
purchased. 

A  gate  was  put  in  the  fence  atthe  Green  Street  bridge,  so  that  snow  brought 
from  the  center  and  from  various  parking  lots  could  be  dumped  in  the  river, 
eliminating  the  expense  of  bulldozing  the  snow  into  the  river  or  hauling  it  a  long 
distance. 
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At  the  Hansbury  development  in  the  Linebrook  area,  a  1500-foot  drainage 
ditch  was  dug  through  the  swamp.  Six  basins  were  rebuilt,  and  two  new  basins 
and  two  new  manholes  built  to  feed   1000  feet  of  new  concrete  drain  pipe. 

On  upper  Topsfield  Road,  two  new  catch  basins  and  one  manhole  were  built 
and  900  feet  of   15- inch  concrete  pipe  laid. 

With  Chapter  90  maintenance  funds,  the  widened  road  at  Goodhue's  Curve 
on  Topsfield  Road  was  hot  topped  and  the  drainage  was  improved. 

A  total  of  390  feet  of  cable  guard  rail  was  set  up  on  parts  of  Little  Neck 
and  North  Ridge  Roads  by  contract.  Work  was  completed  on  the  Turkey  Shore 
wall  and  a  new  fence  built  on  the  top. 

New  Equipment 

The   following   new   equipment  was    assigned   to  the  Highway  Division:     a 
tractor    shovel    equipped  with  a  reversible  plow,    a  small  V  plow  for  the  side - 
walktractor  and  a  4-inch  diaphragm  pump.     Also  a  new  vise,    a  chain  fall  and 
a  1/2"  Dower  drill  and  stand  were  purchased  for  the  garage.

A  small  V  plow  was  purchased  for  the  sidewalk  tractor  to  speed  up  sidewalk 
plowing,  and  in  the  late  fall,  the  jet  sander  body  was  taken  off  the  old  1954  truck 
and  mounted  on  the  former  garbage  truck.  Also,  boththeformer  rubbish  truck 
and  the  water  department  dump  truck  were  equipped  with  plows. 

Each  year,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  roads  to  be  plowed.  Also, 
there  has    been   an  increase  in  various  school  yards  and  school  parking  lots  . 


New  Construction 

About  2  50  feet  of  12- inch  concrete  pipe  and  two  catch  basins  were  put  in  on 
Broadway  Extension.  On  Newmarch  Street,  another  250  feet  of  concrete  pipe 
was  laid  to  replace  an  old  tile  drain  and  a  small  basin  built  there. 

At  Conant's  curve  on  Linebrook  Road,  50  feet  of  24- inch  metal  culvert  was 
laid,  one  basin  built,  1092  yards  of  gravel  hauled,  and  the  surface  oiled  to 
eliminate  the  traffic  hazard. 

Sunset  and  Redwood  Roads  were  penetrated  and  sealed  with  4124  gallons  of 
asphalt  to  remove  them  from  the  list  of  gravel  streets. 

At  Willcomb's  Square,  parts  of  County,  Spring  and  East  Streets  were  re- 
graded,  one  catch  basin  built  and  a  manhole  made  of  one  of  the  existing  basins. 
The  whole  area  was  thenhot  topped  including  the  sidewalk  at  the  store  and  three 
temporary  traffic  islands   set  up  on  a  trial  basis. 
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Forestry  Division- -Gardner  Wile,    Foreman 

A  total  of  seventy-  six  elms  which  had  been  sampled  for  Dutch  Elm  disease 
at  the  state  laboratory  in  Amherst  and  found  to  be  diseased  were  removed.     In 
addition  to  these,    about    sixty    others,    some  beetle    infested,    some   dead   and 
others    in   weakened    condition  were  cut  down.     A  few  maples,    some  dead  and 
others    in  bad  shape  were  removed  and  also  one  birch  in  the  South  Cemetery. 

The  elms  were  given  a  dormant  spray  for  control  of  the  disease  carry- 
ing beetle  at  the  end  of  April,  and  two  sprays  for  leaf  beetle  control,  one  in 
June  and  the  other  in  July.  Some  mosquito  spraying  was  done  in  September 
and  poison  ivy  in  different  parts  of  town  was  sprayed  at  various  times  through- 
out the  year . 

Brush  was  cut  on  Mill  Road,  Waldingfield  Road,  Lakeman's  Lane,  Argilla 
and  Little  Neck  Road. 

The  severe  windstorm  in  July  blew  down  several  trees  and  large  limbs, 
and  to  speed  up  clean-up  operations,  three  outside  chain  saws  and  some  extra 
help  •were  hired  for  a  short  time.  These  hired  saws  worked  a  total  of  twenty 
four  hours.  Trucks  and  men  from  the  highway  department  helped  in  this  clean- 
up work. 

Tree  climbers  and  truck  driver  worked  'with  the  highway  crew  cutting 
trees  and  brush  on  several  highway  projects,  such  as  the  road  widening  on 
Linebrook  Road  and  preparing  the  way  for  the  drainage  ditch  at  Hansburys. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  brush  and  trees  were  cut  along  Plains  Road,  which  is 
to  be  re-gravelled  and  widened  in  1962.  The  forestry  crew  also  assisted  the 
highway  division  in  all  snow  removal  work  throughout  the  year. 

A  new  mi  st  blower  was  purchased  in  April  in  time  for  the  elm  sprays,  and 
a  new  chain  saw  was  added  to  the  department  equipment  in  July. 


Cemetery  Division--Benjamin  Homans,    Superintendent 

The  death  rate  was  unusually  high  in  1961  resulting  in  1Z1  interments  in- 
cluding 7  cremations  and  the  burials  of  six  infants,    against  88  in  I960. 

Three  4-grave,  one  8-grave  lot  and  four  single  graves  were  sold  with 
perpetual  care.  Eleven  4-grave  and  two  2-grave  lots  were  awarded  by  the 
American  Legion  during  the  year.  No  revenue  is  received  for  the  care  of 
these  lots  . 

Sod  torn  by  the  plows  was  replaced  and  tamped.  Graves  opened  during 
the  winter  were  checked  and  sod  tamped.  All  cemeteries  were  cleared  of 
debris  and  made  ready  for  summer.  Avenues  were  patched.  The  first  mow- 
ing was  started  April  15th  and  the  last  one  was  made  October  28,  1961.  Wild 
growth  and  weeds  were  a  problem  due  to  the  dry  season.  Weed  killer  was 
applied  andf  ertilizer  used  to  keep  them  down,  also  the  use  of  rotary  mowers. 
After  the  last  mowing,  lime  and  fertilizer  is  applied  where  needed  and  the 
grounds  raked  free  of  leaves. 
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During  the  winter  months,  the  avenues  are  plowed  with  the  jeep.  The 
Cemetery  Division  jeep  is  used  day  and  night  during  heavy  storms  to  clear  the 
roads  and  parking  spaces  for  the  Highway  Division.  After  this  is  done,  it  is 
used  to  clear  the  avenues  in  the  cemeteries. 

The  cemetery  dump  truck,  which  is  also  used  for  snow  removal,  was  re- 
placed with  a  new  truck. 

A  general  comparison  with  other  communities  regarding  the  rates  charged 
for  services  rendered  to  lot  owners  by  the  Cemetery  Division  indicates  that 
our  rates  have  not  kept  up  with  the  increases  in  wage  rates  and  supply  prices. 
Revenues    in    1961    totaled  $13,423.70  compared  with  expenses  of  $28,876.00. 

The  Cemetery  Division  was  not  included  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
consolidation  voted  by  the  Selectmen  in  December,  so  that  during  this  phase 
of  development,  the  Cemetery  Superintendent  reports  directly  to  the  Executive 
Secretary. 


Rubbish  and  Garbage  Collection  Division 


John  Ladderbush,    Foreman  (until  September    1961) 

E.  and  M.  Disposal  Company  of  Rowley  contracted  to  collect  garbage  and 
refuse  from  all  of  the  accessible  properties  in  Ipswich  in  September  on  a  three 
year  contract.  The  estimated  savings  to  the  taxpayer  s  over  the  life  of  the  con- 
tract are  more  than  $25,  000  .  At  the  same  time,  the  service  has  been  extended 
about  ten  percent  to  include  properties  on  unaccepted  streets.  The  number  of 
collections  has  been  doubled  for  June,  July,  and  August  in  the  outlying  sections 
of  Town.  These  and  other  improvements  in  the  service  have  been  accomplished 
eventhough  we  expect  at  least  a  $25,  000  savings  over  the  three  year  contract. 
The  five  man  sanitation  crew  has  been  abolished. 


ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

Wilbur  L.    Bell,    Manager 

Significant  developments  in  1961  were  the  installation  of  a  new  generator, 
the    resignation   of  Manager   Alfred    Tobiasz  and  appointment  in  November  of 
Manager  Wilbur  Bell,    the  creation  of  a  five  man  Electric  Advisory  Committee 
of   engineers,    a  9  per  cent  increase  in  power  consumption,    and  a  ten  percent 
increase  in  revenues  due  to  a  revision  of  the  rate  schedule. 

The  Town  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  Bell  who  is 
experienced  in  electric  Utility  Management.  Mr.  Tobiasz  resigned  after  23 
years  of  devoted  service  to  the  community  to  take  advantage  of  an  opening  in 
private  business. 

The  new  Electric  Advisory  Committee  organized  in  the  fall  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  John  Ward  and  assisted  in  the  selection  of  Mr.  Bell.  The 
committee  has  worked  many  hours  in  reviewing  departmental  operations  and 
making  preparations  for  along  range  development  plan  for  the  electric   system. 
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Moving    into   place   above    is    the   new  generator    which    increased  the  electric 
plant  capacity  by   15  percent  at  a  cost  of  $25  3,  000. 


Generation 

On  October  16,  1961  the  new  1360  KW  dual  fired  engine  was  placed  in  op- 
eration, increasing  the  generating  capacity  to  9195  KW.  Included  with  the 
contract  for  this  engine  was  the  installation  of  a  new  raw  water  pump  and  a 
5-ton  overhead  crane.  The  installation  of  this  new  equipment  at  a  cost  of 
$253,  000  gives  the  Town  of  Ipswich  approximately  3000  kilowatts  of  reserve 
capacity.  On  December  21,  a  record  peak  demand  of  6100  kilowatts  was 
reached  and  the  total  annual  production  climbed  to  26,  670,  100  kilowatt  hours 
yielding  $617,252  in  revenue. 

Distribution 

The  two  line  crews  were  busy  installing  46  new  services,  102  street 
lights  (28  new  locations),  61  poles  ( 18  new  locations),  replacement  and  new 
transformers  adding  1408  KVA  capacity,  65,  115  feet  of  wire  of  which  43,  985 
feet  was  replacing  old  and  smaller  wire.  Services  were  restored  promptly 
after  storm  damage.  The  meter  reader's  truck  was  transferr  edtothe  Gener- 
ating  plant   and   a   new  economical  vehicle  was  purchased  for  meter  reading  . 


PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 
Richard  E.   Smith,    Director 

A  large  proportion  of  Ipswich  residents  make  life  more  enjoyable  through 
wholesome  use  of  leisure  time  in  the  recreation  program  offered  by  this  de- 
partment.    The  program  supplies   instruction  and  supervision  in  activites  for 
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the  pre-schooler  to  the  senior  citizens  of  Ipswich.  The  department  maintains 
five  playgrounds  under  trained  supervision,  where  more  than  one  thousand 
different  children  spent  summer  hours  with  arts  and  crafts,  sports,  dramat- 
ics, group  work,  interest  clubs  and  other  activities,  as  well  as  swimming 
instruction  classes  with  three  hundred  children  participating  and  a  life  saving 
course.  For  summer  recreation,  the  department  also  maintains  tennis  courts, 
the  Town  Hill  park  area,  baseball  for  young  boys,  a  baseball  field  and  league 
for  teen  age  and  adult  use,  a  softball  field  with  leagues  for  children  and  men, 
basketball  courts  for  summer  basketball  leagues,  block  hops,  and  the  salt 
water  beach  and  beach  house  for  residents,    their  families  and  groups. 

In  the  fall,  a  touch  football  program  is  offered  for  elementary  grades  and 
junior  high  students,    as  well  as  a  tackle  football  team  for  junior  high  students. 

The  rooms  in  the  Memorial  Building  made  available  for  recreation  just 
before  the  year  began  gave  a  tremendous  boost  to  the  indoor  program.  Plans 
are  in  progress  for  the  development  of  the  building  as  a  recreation  center  for 
the  teenagers  this  year. 

During  the  winter  months,  instruction  and  supervision  for  about  700  adults 
and  young  people  are  arranged  for  the  following  activities: 

Archery  Gymnastics  Ice  Skating 

Bowling  Oil  Painting  Sewing 

Basketball  Photography  Weight  Lifting 

Ceramics  Radio  &  Electronics  Woodworking 

Dancing  Stamp  Collecting  Golden  Age  Cli±> 

To  off  setthe  costs,  nominal  fees  are  charged  in  the  adult  classes  and  the 
dance  program. 

On  cold  winter  evenings  and  week-ends,  hundreds  of  skaters  take  advantage 
of  the  two  well-lighted  skating  areas  found  at  the  Linebrook  Playground  and 
Daniel  Boone  Park.  Increased  lighting  and  music  have  greatly  increased 
attendance  at  Baker's  Pond  this  year.  To  insure  safe  skating,  part-time 
personnel  are  stationed  at  Baker's  Pond. 

A  well-rounded  basketball  program  offers  supervision  and  instruction  to 
both  adults  and  young  people  of  both  sexes.  Five  basketball  classes  meet  each 
week. 

The  bowling  program  provides  competition  and  instruction  in  grades  7 
through  12.  Competition  begins  in  January  and  lasts  through  May.  To  pro- 
mote interest  in  archery,  an  indoor  range  was  constructed  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Town  Hall.     Two  regular  classes  meet  once  each  week. 

Dance  instruction  is  offered  to  children  in  grades  3  through  8.  Advanced 
adult  dance  instruction  was  also  arranged  this  year. 

The  RecreationDepartment  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Golden  Age 
Club.  This  clubhas  almost  200  members,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  active  in 
this  area. 
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The  Memorial  Building  is  now  being  used  more  and  more  by  many  social 
and  civic  groups.  Ample  space  with  plenty  of  chairs  and  tables  make  this 
building  a  natural  setting  for  this  type  of  activity. 

Maintenance 

This  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Memorial 
Building,  the  Town  Hall,  all  grass  and  shrubbery  in  the  Town  parks  and  various 
grass  plots,  playgrounds,  playground  and  park  equipment,  baseball,  Softball, 
and  football  fields,  tennis  courts,  two  skating  ponds,  town  beaches  at  Crane's 
Neckand  the  Little  Neck  Causeway,  and  the  beachhouse.  Assistance  is  given 
to  the  Highway  Division  in  plowing  school  driveways,  parking  lots  and  other 
areas.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT 

Arthur  N.   Moon,    Harbor  Master  and  Clam  Commissioner 

The  record  indicates  1961  was  a  busy  year  for  the  full  time  harbor  master 
and  clam  commissioner.  He  built  a  new  380  square  foot  float  at  the  Town 
Wharf  and  rebuilt  the  foot  ramp,  repaired  and  placed  channel  and  speed  zone 
markers   in  the  Ipswich  River,    Eagle  Hill  River  and  Hood  Pond. 

Boat  patrol  activity  included  61  trips  to  Hood  Pond;  38  nights  on  night  pa- 
trol, assistance  by  a  police  patrol  boat  on  15  summer  weekends,  41  searches 
for  people  lost  in  fog,    disabled  boats,    or  missing  persons.     Six  persons  were 
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taken  from  the  water  after  their  boats  overturned.     One  person  was  arrested 
and   fined   for    a  boat  violation,    and  101  warning  tickets  were  issued  on  minor 
violations.     Five  children  were  hit  by  a  motor  boat  out  of  control  in  Hood  Pond. 
Twenty  three  missing  or  stolen  boats  were  reported,    and  fifteen  were  recov- 
ered.    Seven   lost    or    stolen   motors    were  reported  and  four  were  recovered. 

The  shellfish  industry  offers  a  livelihood  to  about  90  families  and  the  ma- 
rine department  spends  considerable  effort  in  protecting  and  developing  our 
shellfish  resources  through  closing  of  certain  flats,  regulation  of  digging,  re- 
moval of  mussels,  horseshoe  crabs,  andalgae,  planting  seed  clams,  and  trap  - 
ping  seed  in  new  beds  from  early  spring  until  late  fall  with  200  square  yards 
of  screen.  Decisions  on  opening  and  closing  flats  were  worked  out  with  the 
Clam  Advisory  Committee

Two   men   were    convicted  for  clam  violations  and  26  persons  were  made 
to  dump  their  clams  and  given  a  warning. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Hester  L.    Mitchell,    Librarian 

This  year  the  library,  in  an  effort  to  provide  for  the  town  all  possible 
services  in  the  field  of  books,  both  educationally  and  recreationally,  has  con- 
tinued to  purchase  the  best  literature  requested  by  its  current  users,  has  in 
cooperation  with  the  school  department  conducted  classes  in  the  study  of  ref- 
erance  books,  has  given  story  programs  to  the  primary  grades  (total  attend - 
anceatboth  1100),  given  inter-library-loan  services  to  its  borrowers  for  any 
book  not  owned  by  the  library,  used  the  services  of  the  state  bookmobile 
monthly  for  additional  reading  for  its  public  (2,  516  books  borrowed  this  year), 
operated  a  program  of  classroom  collections  of  supplementary  reading  loaned 
to  teachers,  and  due  to  wide  patronagehas  been  openedforty-two  hours  weekly, 
seventeen  more  than  standard  for  a  community  the   size  of  Ipswich. 
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Books  purchases  this  year  included  a  great  number  of  standard  children's 
books  never  before  owned  by  the  library,  we  well  as  replacement  copies  of 
worn-out  favorites.  The  library  is  a  member  of  the  Junior  Literary  Guild  of 
New  York,  which  automatically  sends  monthly  selections  of  the  better  juvenile 
literature  for  each  age  group.  In  the  adult  field,  new  books  continue  to  pre- 
dominate purchasing  choice  as  that  is  our  chief  need  for  the  present  reading 
public.  Only  a  small  percentage  of  our  book  stock  of  32,  612  is  in  continuous 
use,  compared  with  our  current  literature  which  contributed  mainly  to  the 
large  circulation  we  have  each  year. 

Less  money  has  been  spent  on  teen-age  materials  this  year,  as  the  high 
school  library  can  now  substitute  in  part  for  the  high  expenditures  we  have  had 
through  the  years  on  that  level.  Due  to  the  increase  in  book  costs,  far  fewer 
volumes  can  now  be  purchased  for  the  amount  of  money  usually  allocated  to 
that  item,  and  wholesalers  estimate  that  book  costs  for  next  year  will  be  in - 
increased  by  20  percent.  With  that  thought  in  mind,  experiments  have  been 
made  in  the  use  of  paper  bound  volumes  to  replace  many  of  the  old,  much  used, 
and not-too- clean  copies  of  classical  literature.  Reinforcing  the  bindings  and 
still  covering  the  volume  costs  about  twenty  cents, and  reduces  the  cost  of  a 
standard  book  to  less  than  two  dollars  compared  with  the  trade  edition  of  the 
same  book  averaging  five  dol'lars. 

Highlights  included  the  opening  of  the  new  entrance  to  the  Rogers  Junior 
Room  for  children  in  the  first  six  grades,  and  the  partial  fencing  of  the  prop- 
erty for  protection  and  possible  future  use  as  an  out-door  summer  reading 
room  for  adults.  An  inventory  of  the  books  owned  by  the  library  was  done  as 
a  summer  project,  a  task  which  few  libraries  complete  often  enough.  Pro  - 
fessional  courses  were  taken  by  Susan  E.  Stone,  Martha  A.  Smith  and  the 
librarian.  Statistics  for  the  year  included  the  borrowing  of  a  total  number  of 
71,  194  books  for  home  use,  plus  the  use  of  5,  555  volumes  in  the  library's 
reference  department,  a  registration  of  3,  164  townspeople  as  library  users, 
atotalof  1,965  books  added  to  the  collection  and  1,  263  withdrawn.  Attendance 
for  the  year  totalled  42,  664. 

The  library  is  in  the  best  repair  of  its  existence,  and  aside  from  lack  of 
room,  there  are  but  few  building  problems,  so  as  the  new  year  approaches 
we  concentrate  on  expanding  services  without  increasing  the  budget.  An  adult 
book  review  group  will  be  organized  in  January  to  meet  monthly  for  reviewing 
and  recommendation  of  volumes  for  purchase,  while  in  the  spring,  a  Great 
Books  Discussion  Group  is  planned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  IPSWICH: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  divided  into  six 
major  sections: 

1.  The  Superintendent's  Report. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  High  School  Principal. 

3.  The  Report  of  the  Junior  High  School  Principal. 
*f.  The  Report  of  the  Intermediate  School  Principal. 

5.  The  Report  of  the  Primary  Schools  Principal. 

6.  Statistics. 

The  reports  of  the  several  school  principals  present  the  organization  and 
funtions  of  the  schools.  System-wide  accomplishments,  projects,  and  emphases 
are  reported  by  the  Superintendent.    The  official  school  financial  and  pupil 
enrolment  figures  are  tabulated  in  the  section  entitled  "Statistics." 

At  a  special  town  meeting  in  April  196l,  the  town  voted  to  construct  a 
new  Intermediate  School  to  house  ^50  pupils  in  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight 
One  or  more  additions  are  planned  to  increase  the  capacity  of  this  building 
to  6OO-65O  pupils  and  eliminate  the  "double  sessions"  problem  in  the  Junior 
High  School.  In  September  19&1,  the  Vestry  of  the  Ascension  Memorial  Church 
leased  their  new  parish  house  to  the  public  schools.  The  only  cost  to  the 
schools  has  been  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation.  This  generous  offer  wiU. 
ease  the  acute  shortage  of  classrooms  until  the  new  school  can  be  completed. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  FOR  STUDENTS:    For  the  first  time,  the  Ipswich  Schools 
were  open  to  some  students  on  a  year-round  basis.   Although  the  regular  school 
year  closed  late  in  June,  a  summer  school  for  elementary  and  secondary  stu- 
dents opened  in  July  and  was  in  session  through  the  first  week  in  August. 
Driver  Education  for  high  school  juniors  and  seniors  continued  throughout  the 
summer.    When  one  realizes  that  teachers  report  for  a  pre-school  workshop 
the  last  week  in  August,  the  year-round  aspects  of  the  Ipswich  Schools  are 
more  fully  appreciated.   Children  who  are  seriously  ill  continue  to  be  taught 
at  home  by  members  of  the  school  staff.   Those  who  can  profit  from  vocational 
training  may  attend  several  trade  schools  located  in  the  area  such  as  Lynn, 
Beverly,  Haverhill  or  the  Essex  Agricultural  School.   Others  may  elect  special 
programs  in  Ipswich  designed  to  relate  classroom  studies  to  practical  work. 
Academically  talented  pupils  may  choose  an  accelerated  college  preparatory 
course  featuring  Advanced  Composition,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Foreign  Lan- 
guages.  For  further  information  concerning  the  regular  program  or  special 
programs,  please  consult  with  the  appropriate  principal,  guidance  counsellor 
or  the  superintendent. 

MAINTENANCE  PROJECTS :   The  School  Committee  has  continued  its  long-range 
program  of  maintaining  and  remodelling  the  school  plant.  Typical  projects 
were  relighting  the  high  school,  installing  more  safety  equipment  and  storage 
facilities,  replacing  out-worn  plumbing  and  heating  equipment  and  placing  more 
emphasis  on  the  appearance  of  the  school  grounds.   Some  of  the  projects  have 
resulted  in  reducing  the  cost  of  fire  insurance  because  of  the  lower  risk  in- 
volved.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  the 
high  school  acquired  a  new  science  laboratory. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  ACCREDITATION  PROGRAM:   The  New  England  Association  of  Col- 
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leges  and  Secondary  Schools  accredits  all  high  schools  and  colleges,  whether 
public  or  private,  in  New  England.   A  Visiting  Committee  from  the  NEACSC 
evaluated  the  entire  educational  program  at  the  high  school.  The  Ipswich  High 
School  staff  was  complimented  and  the  school  fully  accredited  as  a  member  in 
the  NEACSC. 

SCHOOL-TOWN  COOPERATION:  The  schools  have  received  valuable  cooperation 
and  services  from  several  town  departments,  Fire,  Police,  Finance,  Recreation, 
Health  and  PublicWorks.   Insurance  costs  were  substantially  lowered  by  the 
technical  assistance  and  frequent  inspections  of  the  Fire  Department.    The 
Police  Officers  have  volunteered  to  conduct  safety  programs  in  their  off-duty 
hours.   The  Health  Department  inspects  the  schools  for  sanitation  and  tests 
milk  for  bacteria  content.  This  friendly  cooperation  should  be  reassuring  to 
parents  and  voters.   In  the  past  year  the  service  clubs,  several  veteran's 
and  patriotic  organizations,  public  and  private  groups  and  individuals  have 
contributed  time,  materials,  equipment,  scholarships,  and  support  to  the  fac- 
ulty and  students  of  the  Ipswich  schools.   This  is  one  measure  of  Progress.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION:  Ipswich  High  School  is  organized  as  a  four-year  high  school 
of  approximately  ^75  pupils,  served  by  the  following  staff:  principal,  guid- 
ance director,  visiting  nurse,  twenty-eight  full  and  part-time  teachers,  a 
secretary,  three  and  one-half  custodians,  and  five  cafeteria  people.  The  school 
day  begins  at  7:35  and  ends  at  1:00  p.m.  The  academic  day  is  divided  into 
seven  forty -minute  periods.

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Science  Laboratories,  Industrial  Arts,  and  Homemaking  classes  require  double 
periods.   Biology,  Chemistry,  and  Physics  qualify  as  laboratory  sciences.  The 
improvement  of  teaching  in  Foreign  Languages  and  Reading  has  been  emphasized 
this  year.   Summer  School,  in  session  for  six  weeks,  offered  courses  in  Eng- 
lish, Mathematics,  Reading  and  Study  Skills,  Music  and  Art. 

TEACHING  PERSONNEL:   Of  the  twenty-eight  full  and  part-time  teachers, 
eleven  are  women  and  seventeen  are  men.   Fifty-four  percent  of  the  staff  have 
enrolled  in  college  courses  this  year.   One  hundred  per  cent  of  the  staff  is 
affiliated  with  one  or  more  professional  organizations  on  the  state  or   the 
national  level.   Curriculum  coordinators,  who  serve  as  department  heads,  are 
responsible  for  the  curriculum  organization  in  grades  seven  through  twelve. 
There  are  presently  four  coordinators  in  the  fields  of  Mathematics,  Science, 
Social  Studies,  and  English.   Regular  faculty  meetings  are  held  after  the 
school  day  throughout  the  year.   Eight  additional  or  replacement  teachers  com- 
plemented the  faculty  during  19^1. 

PUPIL  PERSONNEL:   The  Class  of  196l  was  the  largest  graduating  class  ia 
the  history  of  Ipswich.   One  hundred  and  three  students  received  diplomas.

One  of  the  features  of  a  modern  educational  system  is  a  comprehensive 
testing  program  beginning  in  grade  one  and  continuing  through  grade  twelve. 
Encouraged  by  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Ipswich  now  offers  such  a 
testing  program.  The  high  school  portion  is  listed  below:

Grade  11    College  Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  -  1st  Saturday 
of  May.  Optional,  but  strongly  recommended  for  those 
students  considering  college  and  technical  school.

Grade  12     General  Aptitude  Test  given  by  the  United  States  Em- 
ployment Service.  All  students  who  plan  to  seek  employ- 
ment after  graduation  may  take  this  test  and  receive 
free  counseling  and  placement  service. 
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Special  tests  of  interest,  mechanical  aptitude,  and  school  ability  are  given 
to  students  individually  or  in  small  groups  as  needed.   Health  services  in- 
clude daily  visits  by  the  School  Nurse  and  School  Physician.   Other  services 
offered  are:  (1)  physical  examination  of  all  pupils;  (2)  Mantoux  test  for  de- 
tection of  tuberculosis  for  juniors;  (3)  special  physical  examinations:  (*+) 
x-rays  and  eye  and  ear  testing  at  regular  designated  intervals. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS:   Considerable  renovation  and  maintenance  work  was 
completed.  A  new  driveway  facilitated  the  loading  and  unloading  of  bus  pupils 
and  alleviated  traffic  congestion  on  Green  Street.  The  area  between  the 
Shatswell  School  and  the  High  School  was  graded  to  accomodate  physical  educa- 
tion classes  and  girls'  athletic  teams,   A  new  Business  Machines  room  and  a 
Biology  Laboratory  were  added  to*  improve  instruction  in  these  areas.     New 
lighting  was  installed  in  four  classrooms.   This  is  the  beginning  of  a  long- 
range  program  to  relight  and  rewire  the  entire  school  building,

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION:   The  Junior  High  School  is  a  two-year  school  composed  of 
grades  seven  and  eight  with  an  enrolment  of  275  pupils.  Classes  meet  from 
1:00  p.m.,  to  5s25  p.m.,  in  the  high  school  building.   Six  ^0-minute  periods 
comprise  the  school  day.   There  are  five  class  sections  in  each  grade  with  an 
average  of  twenty-eight  pupils  per  section. 

CURRICULUM:   Most  subjects  in  grades  seven  and  eight  are  required  of  all 
students,  *

PUPIL  PERSONNEL:   The  guidance  program  at  the  Junior  High  School  level  is 
mainly  concerned  with  helping  pupils  to  recognize  their  aptitude,  abilities, 
and  interests,  so  that  they  may  choose  a  course  in  senior  high  school  which 
will  be  both  suitable  and  desirable  for  them.   Occupations  are  discussed  in 
group  sessions.   Filmstrips  and  resource  persons  are  used  to  augment  the  pro- 
gram.  Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  pupils  at  this  age  consider  themselves 
college  bound.   Although  extra  curricular  activities  have  been  conducted  on  a 
limited  basis,  the  Student  Council  has  assisted  in  governing  student  conduct, 
in  planning  assemblies  for  significant  holidays  and  sponsoring  several  socials 
during  the  year.   The  Dramatic  group  climaxed  the  school  year  by  presenting 
two  one-act  plays  to  the  Parent-Teachers  Association.   The  Band  and  Chorus 
presented  a  Christmas  concert  with  the  senior  high  school.   A  school  news- 
paper is  published  monthly  by  the  eighth  grade.   All  pupils  receive  at  least 
two  counselling  sessions  during  each  year.   Additional  periods  are  scheduled 
by  request  or  when  indicated.   Parents  are  invited  to  confer  with  the  Guidance 
Counselor  during  the  evening  or  on  Saturdays  when  daily  commitments  preclude 
other  appointments.

REPORT  OF  THE  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION:   The  Winthrop  school  with  an  enrolment  of  kj>0   pupils  ser^fes 
as  the  educational  center  for  grades  four,  five,  and  six.   The  Special  Class 
was  transferred  to  the  Shatswell  School  in  order  to  accommodate  an  additional 
section  of  the  fourth  grade  in  September.   In  addition  to  the  sixteen  class- 
room teachers,  there  are  five  cafeteria  workers,  two  custodians,  a  secretary, 
visiting  nurse,  and  six  part-time  teachers  concerned  with  special  programs  in 
Reading,  Art,  Music,  French,  Natural  Science  and  Speech.   The  school  day  is 
six  hours  in  length  including  recess  and  lunch  periods. 

CURRICULUM:   The  Intermediate  School  curriculum  includes  all  the  subjects 
found  in  these  grades,  plus  periods  for  Citizenship,  Penmanship,  Conversa- 
tional French  for  three  section  of  each  grade;  Natural  Science  for  grade  six; 
Educational  TV  in  French  and  Science,  Instrumental  Music  for  grades  five  and 
six;  Choral  Music  for  grades  five  and  six.   Weekly  time  allotments  balance 
the  emphasis  in  each  subject  area.   Pupils  are  assigned  to  class  sections  ac- 
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cording  to  achievement  and  potential  in  the  major  areas  of  Language  Arts  and 
Arithmetic.   In  most  cases,  one  person  teaches  the  major  areas  of  Language 
Arts,  Arithmetic,  Social  Studies, Science.   Minor  subjects  are  taught  by  other 
than  the  homeroom  teachers  in  grades  five  and  six.   The  elementary  schools 
conducted  a  curriculum  evaluation  in  cooperation  with  Boston  University.  Sum- 
mer school  offerings  included  six  classes  in  Reading  and  four  in  Arithmetic 
for  pupils  in  grades  two  through  eight. 

TEACHING  PERSONNEL:   The  faculty  meets  monthly  for  curriculum  matters 
and  weekly  for  administrative  purposes.   Monthly  meetings  are  conducted  by 
Consultants  in  Reading,  Art,  Music.   Outside  specialists  from  the  State  De- 
partment, or  from  Industry,  aid  with  instructional  problems.  Four  replacement 
and  one  additional  teacher  joined  the  faculty  in  1961.   Presently  there  are 
seven  men  and  nine  women  teachers. 

PUPIL  PERSONNEL:  In  addition  to  the  regularly  scheduled  testing  program 
which  consists  of  tests  of  basic  skills  each  spring,  tests  of  intelligence 
for  grade  six,  diagnostic  tests  in  reading  and  airthmetic  for  all  grades,  the 
fifth  grade  participated  for  the  first  time  in  a  National  Guidance  Testing 
Program.  During  the  course  of  the  year  eye,  ear,  and  dental  examinations  were 
administered  to  all  pupils.  Fourth  grade  pupils  received  a  physical  examina- 
tion. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS :   Each  year  more  elm  trees  succumb  to  disease  and 
are  removed.   Replacement  of  these  with  new  trees  would  enhance  the  tradi- 
tional quality  of  the  site.   Interested  citizens  are  invited  to  participate 
in  developing  such  a  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION:  Part  of  1961  the  primary  grades  were  housed  in  the  seven- 
teen regular  classrooms  of  the  Burley  and  Shatswell  Schools  plus  two  rooms  at 
the  High  School.  In  September,  the  primary  students  were  housed  in  seventeen 
rooms  of  the  schools  and  three  classrooms  in  the  Parish  House  of  the  Ascen- 
sion Memorial  Church  with  a  combined  enrolment  of  505  pupils.  The  school  day 
is  slightly  less  than  six  hours  in  length  including  lunch. 

CURRICULUM:   The  curriculum  in  grades  one,  two,  and  three  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  more  and  varied  basal  reading  books.  In  order 
to  assist  all  children  to  read  more  effectively,  more  formal  phonetic  mater- 
ials have  been  introduced.   A  recommendation  for  grouping  in  the  teaching  of 
arithmetic  has  been  carefully  studed  and  implemented.   It  is  a  practice  to 
retain  pupils  in  a  grade  for  a  second  year  should  progress  be  limited. 


TEACHING  PERSONNEL:   Twenty  teachers,  one  secretary,  two  volunteer  sec- 
retaries, three  custodians,  and  five  cafeteria  workers  serve  the  three 
buildings.   The  services  of  the  Reading,  Art,  and  Music  Consultants,  a  Speech 
Therapist,  the  Guidance  Counsellor  and  the  School  Nurse  are  shared  with  the 
other  schools.   Twelve  members  of  the  staff  have  taken  college  courses.  Dur- 
ing the  year  one  additional  and  seven  replacement  teachers  were  engaged. Miss 
Ruth  Joyce  and  Miss  Grace  Bowlen,  veteran  teachers  each  with  more  than  forty 
years  of  service  in  Ipswich,  retired.   All  primary  teachers  are  women. 
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BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS;   Preventive  maintenance  has  continued  to  make  the 
older  buildings  more  serviceable.   The  Burley  School  was  connected  to  the 
town  sewerage  system.   Emergency  lights  were  installed  in  each  building  and 
the  schools  are  inspected  quarterly  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

SPECIAL:   Wednesday  morning  sessions  were  held  with  parents  of  first 
grade  pupils  and  pre-school  children  in  order  to  acquaint  them  with  the  prob- 
lems of  beginning  school  and  the  school  curriculum.   Among  the  topics  dis- 
cussed were  the  reading  program,  adjustment  to  school,  nutrition,  discipline,
